like an Horfe, who fhot very exattly with a Bow, was under 
Martial Difcipline, but never [pake: Quere, Whether theft 
are to be efteemed Rational Creatures ? and bave Ind Ra- 
tional or Immortal Souls ? and whether tobe Baptized ? 

Queft. 2. Whether the prevailing form in any Monfter ought 
ro determine its place among the {pecies of Animdls ? 
Or if the {pecies be not to be determined by the external pro- 
portion of the Body, what are thofe Idea’s that go to make up 
a Rational, and what are thofe thai go to make up an Irra- 
tional Creature ? . 

Queft. 3. Why an Ape may not more properly be cdlled a 
Rational Creature than a Changling, which is almeft as 
deformed as an Ape, can {peak no more than an Ape, and 
feems a thoufand times more dull, and ftupid, and indoct- 
ble ? 

Queft. 4. How comes it to pafs that the gelding of 2 Calf 
caufes the Horns of it te grow (o very large, even much lar- 
ger than the horns of 4 Bull, when as the gelding or cutting 
of a Lamb mikes its horns grow [0 very {canty, even mush 
fmaller than the Horns of 4 Ram? 

Anfw. We thought fie to propofe all the Letter and 
Queftions together, fince they have a natural depen- 
dance upon one another, except the laft, which we ha- 
ving formerly anfwer'd, we fhall here pafs over. 

To the firft part of the firft Query, Whether thefe are 
Rational Creatures ? We anfwer, that fince the fhape is 
only defcrib’d to us to judge of their reafon, we are 
as much inthe dark, as if you had ask'd nothing at 
all; for the External Form is not the certain Index for 
us to judge by: If fo, we fhou’d conclude that a Man- 
drake, a Satyr, a Mereman, 7c. were endued with 
rational immortal Souls, which no one has ever been 
fo ridiculous to believe. —— But fuppofing that we 
fhou'd have given our Anfwer in the Affirmative, and 
concluded that the Monfters above mentioned were ra- 
tional Creatures, it wou’'d not follow they were pro- 
per Subjects of Baptil, no more than Turks, Indians, 
Brachmanes, Chinefe, 8c. which have all Rational Souls, 
for none have a right to Chriftian Baptifm, but fuch 
as are born of believing Parents, or are capable of ma- 
king a true eonfedion of allthe neceflary principles of the 
Chriftian Faith. 

The fecond Queftion is divided into two parts. To 
the firft, which asks, Whether the prevailing Form ought 
to determine a Monfters place amongft the {pecies of Ani- 
mais? We anfwer, ‘tis no great matter whether, but 
our Judgment is, that it does not ; Our Reafon for it 
is this, that fince fucha Creature is produced out of 
the proper Clafles and ranks of all Species, and fince 
in chis unnatural production, we havea univerfal in- 
telligible Term to exprefs the Idea we conceive of 
fuch a Creature, to wit, a Monffer, we keep within 
the bounds of Truth im that Expreffion, and leave the 
Hearer at his Liberty, to ask of what the Monfter was 


Queft. 1. 1 y: Lock in his Ingenious Treatife con- 


produced, which we may further inform him of; but 


if we reftrictively fay a Horfe, when ’tis almoft one 
half fomething elfe, then we iajure the perception of the 
Hearer, who by that term conceives an Idea of a per- 
fect Horfe. As tothe latter part of this Quefti- 
on, We think that an intelligent Being that can dif 
courte pertinently, and Number, (when ‘tis at the 


perfection of its natural Species, for we fpeak not hert 
of Childrenyand Fools ) is only a ! 1 Creaturé, 
and all other Beings are irrational: Let mot the Reader 
miftake us, for we make ufe of che term Rational, to 
comply with che Querift, or elfe we wou'd have faid bu- 
mane, for we look upon all Animals to be Rational in 
a proper and genuine Sence, ag not inthe fame dig- 
nity and order as that of Man, but we liave not room 
to treat of this here. 

We might add, That ’tis mone than probable from 
Gen. 6. 11. that promilcuous Venery Was a great, (it 
not thechief) caufe ofthe drowning of the old World. 

The third Queftion is fully anfwered in the two pre- 
ceding ones, and wants only this diftin¢étion, that an 
Ape is more rational than a Changling in its fort of rea- 
fon, which as we hinted above, is of another nature than 
that which properly and only belongs to humanity. 

Queft. 5. A Toung man that is to be made Free very 
foeedily, defires to know how far the Law of God obligeth 
him to keep the Oath of a Freeman: Pray be pleafed to be 
as (peedy in your An{wer as may be, and you will oblige your 
unknown Servant, 8c. 

Anjw. He is to take the Oath in the Sence it is gi- 
ven, and not in any Equivocal refer vations of his own : 
And then he is obliged to be obfervant of whatever 
he {wears to; but if he thinks he can’t do that with 
fafety, he ought to get his Judgtnent truly inform'd, 
and d afterwards he can’t be fatished, let him not {wear 
at all. 

Queft. 6. A Gentleman married unto a Toung Woman, 
fuppofing ber to be a Widow, but it proved fhe had anether 
Husband alive, who came and took her by Force from the 
laft : The Queftion is, whether or no this laft Husband may 
fafely marry again unto another, and whether another young 
Gentlewoman may with fafety take him for a4 Huse 
band ? 

Anfw. The firft was no Marriage, and then "tis plain 
that the Anfwer will bear an Affirmative. 

Bs ae 7. There is a knot of Apprentices dwelling near 
London Bridge, which bave got a haunt of keeping Company 
with a Wench, or Wenches of no very good Repute,to that degree 
as to flay with her all Night where fhe is a Servant, un- 
known to their Mafters, which practice, if not foon regulated 
I fear will prove their utter Ruine : Now I defire to lnow i 
I ought to make it known to their Maffers, or to conceal it, 
by veafon it will breed great difturbances of all fides ? 

Anjfw. If you dare not venture upon fucha neceflary 
Duty as to difcover fuch Pra@tices, fend but to us the 
Names of their Mafters, and the Name of the Maid-fer- 
vanits Mafter, fand we'll take the Charge off you by 
our own private Letters. | 

Queft. 8. I have this three or four Tears been grievoufly 
afflitted with a Rheumati{m, and continually labour under the 
unedfine(s of its pains, which fo depreffes my Spirits, that I 
find little Enjoyment in Life. A Phyficians Advice I've bad, 
but with lirtle fucce{s ; I'me 4 Toung Fellow that have liv'd 
very Temperately, and ever till this Fit very Healthful, which 
gives me great hopes of Relief, were I bus fo happy to hit on 
the right way of applying my {elf ?

Im- 
proper Circumcifion of Females was by burning, or fe- 
ction, for fame Deformity, Difeafe, or other Reafons. 
The method of thefe Operations are delivered by ti- 
usand Agineta: But who defires farther Information of 
thefe Cuftoms, may have recourfe to Bartho. de Antiquit. 
Puerperi, Bellonius, Fovius, Caelius Rhodoginus, and feve- 
ral other Hifteriansand Authors.

Relat. As you defired an Account of our Drumming 
Well, I have endeavoured to get the beft Information 
I could. I have difcourfed feveral, and amongft the 
reft with an Old man aged 87. This aged Man when he 
was a Boy, his Father was Tenant to part of the houfe 
where this Drumming Well is,and he fays they ufed of the 
Water at all times, whether Drumming or not Drumming 
the water continues the fame to be good ; there isnow 
4 Families this Well fupplies for Water, one of them 
keeps a publick Houfe, and makes very good Ale of the 
fame Water, the old Man alfo faith he knew (ata drum- 
ming time) that che Well, (tho’ ic be deep) that all the 
Water has bin drawn out of it, to try if they could find 
any caufe for that Drumming Noife, to which end aman 
was let down to the bottom of the Well when empty, 
the fame noife ftill continues above, and the Man being 
below in the Well had the fame Noife, but apprehend- 
ed the Noife to be above him; alfo he fays when he 
was a Boy, that at times when the Well has Drummed, 
there was great refort of both Gentlemen and Ladies, 
who came in their Coaches to hear the Drumming, for 
it was generally chought to be the forerunner of War, 
or the Death of fome great Perfon, for the noife ofthe 
drumming is not at alltimes the fame, fometimes it may 
be heard at 40 yards diftance, fome will fay more, other 
times you muft hold your head over the Well to hear it, 
but for the noife it does not much vary, it does much 
refemble the beating of a March, for the continuance of 
its noife is uncertain, fometimes a very fhort time, and 
other timesa week or longer ; and for the time of the 
Year, or the quicknels or deadnefs of the Springs, I can- 
not underftand that it adds any thing to its drumming, 
for in many years together, it has not drummed, or 
made any Noile, as has bin obferved: What more to 
write of it I know not, for the caufe or event of its drurn- 
ming we muft leave to him that knows all things.
